A Work of ſeveral Months 
continwd Labour ; and what for the Momezt of it, they owe the Recovery. 
of their whole Eftates there entirely ro. And for the acknowledgement 
thus made for it; as it was on My part neither defired nor expected, but 
came long after the Service was done ; ſo waS'it done with fo declared a Satis- 
faction on Theirs, as to have beenafterwards by themſelves not only fre- 

uently confirm*d ; but in a Repreſentation of their own, to the Lords of 
the Treaſury, touching the Method of My then Payments to them (even 


with this Defalcation ) reckon'd for no Abatement.

2. That as to the 4 s. per /. the pretended Compoſirion-Morey ; I have 
it to obſerve, that for {o much of their Debt, as the Lords of the Treaſury 
thought fit to enable me to diſcharge with Mony in ſpecie , the ſame was 
ftritly made good to them as I received it, without the leaſt Defalcation, 
other then that before mention'd. But when, upon the Lords becoming 
leſs ſatisfied herein, from ſome later Notices that toucht the general Merit 
of the Petitioners Claims, and their being thereby led to a Backwardzeſs in 
further burthening the Kzzg with the Charge of Extraordinary Intereſt for 
raiſing Mony for them, the Peritioners found themſelves unable by any 
applications to obtain, for many Months together, any further Supplies ; 


notwithſtanding a Propoſition they had long before made to their Lord- 
ſhips, of abating 6 per Creme por cArarrccrn for two years, towar ds the caſing _ 


Majeſty in that Charge. They became reſtleſs Soliciters to me, for the 
imploying my Credit (with the aid of the Allowance rhey had ſo unſuc- 
ceſsfully offer*d to the Lords ) for procuring them the advance of their 
Monys upon the Foxds I ſhould next be ſupply*d with towards it. Which 
from my regard to the Condition of the Pet#t:ozers, and at the inſtance 
of the late Noble Lord, my Honoured Friend the Lord Dartmonth, their 
known Patron, I was prevaiPd with to do ; and did it with ſuch eFeR, as 
by my own Credit alone, and Friends, to have raiſed them every Penyy 
they (hoe ſince receiv*d; and with it clear*d the whole of what either of 
Right, or by Promiſe in his Majeſties Name from that Noble Lord, they 
then had, or now have to pretend to, payable by my hand, from the 
Kjng. And this upon terms of Abatement fo much beneath what is here 
ſuggeſted of 4 s. per /. and yet more, that of 25 per Cent. as not to have ex- 
——__ 2 5. per l. or 5 per Cent. Which 1s lower by r per Cent. than what 
themſelves ( as before) had offer*d to the Lords for the ſame Service, 
with no acceptance ; and was not only received as an Office moſt grateful 
to them at the time of irs Tranſa;7op, but has ever ſince with like Thaxk- 


fulneſs been on all occaſions acknowledged to me by them for ſuch.
